Object Strongly to Reading of the 


Specifications. 


W ilkes-Barre, Pa., Sept. 20.— Large 
holes in the walls and ceilings of the 
court rooms and the corridors of the 
newly com pleted $2,500,000 court house 
were to ba seen by the jurym en who 
are hearing testim ony in the trial of 
C ontractor P rank Carlucci and Archi­ 
tects H arry French and Frederick Mc­ 
Cormick here, on the charge of con­ 
spiracy to defraud the county In build­ 
ing the court house. 
They rep resen ted the places from 
which architectural experts, to he used 
by the com m onw ealth as witnesses, 
cut out sections In order to ascertain 
what m aterial was used in the con­ 
st ruction. 
They expect to prove, when they aie 
called, by these samples, which are 
now In sealed hags in the possession 
of the district attorney, that much 
cheaper m aterials than were specified 
and paid for were used in tho con­ 
struction of the big edith e. 
In a corridor a beam 
was 
cut 
through, it was hollow, made of light 
wood covered with burlap and pla« 
tered. T hom as Clancy, tin* prosecutor, 
claim s that this should have consisted 
of iron ribs tw elve inches apart and 
covered with m etal lathing. 
In one place a piece was sawed off 
a plaster panel and the plaster was 
found backed with burlap and the bel­ 
low space behind stuffed with excel 
slor. 
T he plaster secured In other 
places was sawed through eas*l'. 
Having obtained a num ber of the 
specim ens of the work. District A ttor­ 
ney Valentine proceeded to have the 
contracts and specifications presented 
before the court and identified, and 
th ere was so much trouble about this 
th a t when th e day was over the work 
had not been com pleted 
Deputy C ontroller .lames A. Dewey 
was first placed on the stand to pro­ 
cure the contract and plans for the 
work. He said the controller's office 
ha»! the co n tracts but knew nothing of 
the plans. T hen contract by c o n tra s , 
was read, each after a vigorous objer- 
Hon by a tto rn ey s for the defense, and 
much tim e was consum ed in reading 
them. 
Later, when th e plans were dem and­ 
ed by the prosecution, what are known 
as the M cCormick and French plans 
w ere produced. 
T hese are copies and 
the 
common w ealth 
dem anded 
the 
originals. T hese cou ld not 
Im* found 
readily, hut after som e delay the plans 
for the interior work were produce I 
and search Is still being m ade for the 
plans for the mosaic work. 
It Is expected that much time will 
be taken up In presenting and identi­ 
fying the plans and then the common 
wealth will proceed In th e effort to 
prrtve th e conspiracy.

"Next y ear’s presidential

"I wish no office, but I wish g rea ter 
freedom than th e bench gives to do 
my part in this court of public optn 
ion." 
T he recent act of congress, which 
would m ake the court presided over 
by Judg- G rosscup solely a reviewing 
tribunal, may, his 
rlends think, have 
hastened his decision to resign. 


Philadelphia. Sept. 20.— An interest 
ing developm ent of the mayoralty con­ 
test in this city was an order issued to 
police and other city employes by 
Mayor Heyburn, declaring the perfect 
neutrality of the adm inistration in the 
fierce fight that is being waged be­ 
tween William S. Yare and George H. 
Earle, Jr., for the Republican m ayor­ 
alty nomination, and notifying those 
interested that violations of the order 
will result in dismissal. 
This com plete 
reversal by Mayor 
Heyburn of his form er attitude cam e 
as a surprise to the public. H eretofore

Chcpp.. ..h ut Fur Stock. 
Chopped wheat may la* safely fed 
to horses, t ow*, pigs, shotes and hogs 
lf the price will admit of Its being 
used for these purposes, says the 
Rural New Yorker. 
There is, how­ 
ever, a right and a wrong wmy to feed 
wheat to the animals named. 
For 
horses the wheat should not constitute 
more than one-half of the grain ration, 
the other half l*eing either whole or 
ground oats and cracked corn, the 
proportions varying with the condi­ 
tion of the horses and character of 
their work. 
For milk cows chopped 
wheat may also constitute about one 
half of the grain ration, the other 
half tieing composed of bulky feeds, 
like dried brewers or distillers’ grains 
mixed with a small portion of cotton­ 
seed meal or gluten feed. the aiuouut 
depending upon the quantity of milk 
the cows are giving and the kind and 
quality of roughage fed.
